Reluctance to keep the public informed on their activities 
has brought about widespread criticism of the Golden Gate Bridge 
and Highway district directors. 
This attitude has characterized their most important delibera­ 
tions on the subject of tolls, a new bridge approach, refinancing 
and capital expenditures. 
Last spring the finance committee met in secret sessions to 
‘¡consider toll reductions, listened to 
testimony from truckers, it was 
later learned, but ignored the desire 
of commuter groups to present their 
arguments. 
F i n a l recommendation of the 
committee was for lowered trucking 
rates, set, as they had been from the 
opening of the bridge, below those 
of the San Francisco-Oakland bay 
bridge and the San Mateo bridge 
One committee member, Herbert 
Fehely, is a trucker,. 
Truck tolls which made up 15 per 
cent of bridge revenue are now 
based on an axle count, instead of 
weight, a move designed to speed up 
traffic, said the finance committee. 
Revenue from trucks decreased 
22.7 percent in the firsj six months 
of operation of the reduced fare 
from July through December, al­ 
though truck traffic increased by 9.3 
percent. Revenue from the trucks 
n that period was $34,927 as com­ 
pared to $373,187 during the first 
six months of 1949. 
SOP FOR COMMUTERS 
Commuters who made up ‘about 
14 percent of bridge traffic were 
first ignored and later thrown a sop 
in the form of reduction of the 
cent extra passenger charge on $8 
commute books. Casual fares, repre­ 
senting 64 percent of revenue, were 
reduced from 50 to 40 cents. 
Although casual traffic has in­ 
creased 9.7 percent ill six months, 
revenue h&h decreased 12.2 percent 
with actual revenue $1,363,771 as 
compared to $1,553,696 in the same 
period in '49. Commuter traffic de­ 
crease by 65 percent and revenue 
by 14.4 percent. Revenue was* $46,141 
as compared to $320,840. 
MARIN MAN OPPOSED 
Directors who voted against the 
recommendation, including Leiand 
Murphy, one of Marin’s two repre­ 
sentatives, pointed out that reduced 
commuter tolls, now 20 cents, would 
bring more benefits to both San 
Francisco and Marin and would less 
endanger the financial structure 
than the tolls which finally went 
Into effect. 
A similar warning of the danger 
of such decreased revenue came 
from Allen K. Browne, assistant vice 
president of the bond investment 
department of Bank of America. 
But the combined weight of truckers 
and AFL representatives behind the 
truck toll slash easily overrode the 
commuters. 
As a result, revenue will decrease 
this year an estimated 14.7 percent 
of $663,100. 
The finance committee now Is 
considering possible toll changes, but 
their deliberations have not yet 
been made public. It is understood 
that they are studying a compari­ 
son of trucking rates with those on 
other bridges.

Can Be Trouble When 
Allergy Complicates 
Respiratory Infection 
* 
Though discos« can be given 
a hard and fast classification in 
the medical books, they do not 
necessarily maintain such com­ 
plete separation in actual experi­ 
ence. Many people, for instance, 
who suffer from chronic respira­ 
tory disorders are troubled not 
only by infections of the nose, 
throat, or lungs, but also by cer­ 
tain allergi« affecting the« same' 
organs. 
» 
How much of their difficulty is 
duo to the one, how much to the 
other, is hard to say, but, If both 
are treated at once, each by its 
appropriate means, «quits are 
much better than when either is 
treated alone to the exclusion of 
the other. 


INFECTION DIFFERS 
The treatment for infection 
differs from that for allergy. In 
the first, one of the antibiotic 
drugs, such as penicillin is useful; 
in the second, the remedy is found 
to one of the anti-histamine drugs 
which counter the effects of too 
much histamine in the body. It 
Is this excessive histamine that 
cause allergic reactions. 
In order to test this combined 
treatment, the results obtained to 
a group .of patients that received 
both antibiotic and antihistamine 
drugs were compared with results 
obtained to a group of patients 
that received antibiotics alone and 
with a group that received only 
the anti-histamine preparations. 
With the combined treatment, 19 


out of 25 patients, who had early 
infection of the lungs, experienced 
much improvement. In one-half 
of the patients, the improvement 
was complete, that is, all the sym- 
toms were eliminated. In another 
group, with a long-continued lung 
disturbance, eight improved to a 
moderate extent. 


PATIENTS WITH ASTHMA 
A group of patients with as­ 
thma, which was thourht to be 
due to infection, was treated with 
the antibiotics alone. This treat­ 
ment also proved quite beneficial 
The anti-histamines alone gave 
appreciable relief to eight out of 
ten patients who had chronie 
nasal dischage due to nasal al­ 
lergy, and the same number of 
patients with asthma in which 
infection was not a factor. 
It would seem that many pa­ 
tients with asthma are suffering 
from infection as well as from 
allergy. 
Hence, combined treat­ 
ment with antibiotics and anti­ 
histamine drugs appears to give 
the best results to the case of 
these patients. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. G.: What are the symptoms 
of an abdominal cyst and could 
such a cyst cause extreme nerv­ 
ousness? 
Answer: A cyst located within 
the abdomen might be prerent 
without causing any symptoms.

WASHINGTON (¡P) - There's usually 
much noise here—verbal, that is-that practically 
every day sounds like the Fourth of July.

The Eighth Army Is a mature 
army now. But those who served 
under it from the start will always 
remember it best for the days of 
its youth. It was known then as 
“the shoestring army” and its 
performance in the first deadly 
dangerous weeks stand as an en­ 
during monument to the chunky 
little tank expert who led it into 
Korea—the late Lt. Gen. Walton 
H. Walker. * 
In Japan the army had deterio­ 
rated sadly from the dry rot that 
has afflicted all occupation armies 
in history. Walker had been given 
the task of clearing it out and put­ 
ting it back into shape. That job 
was under way but still incomplete 
when the Korean emergency forced 
him to take it into combat last 
summer. 
The army was short of every­ 
thing—from canteens to tanks and 
new type bazookas. It had too few 
field trained officers, too many 
overage, overweight sergeants. It 
had too many young privates psy­ 
chologically unprepared for war­ 
fare. They had joined up for 
security—not to fight. 
That army had to be fed t o te 


crisis every day. No wonder they 
nicknamed it "the shoestring 
army”. It fought battle after battle 
without having a single platoon in 
reserve to call up. 
Its stubborn holding of the Nak- 
tong line was one of the most bril­ 
liant defensive stands In the an­ 
nals of America. The Pentagon ex­ 
pressed confidence there would 
be no Dunkerque In Korea, but 
many a commanding officer on the 
scene felt there would have to be. 
“The holding of that line was a 
rare combination o! good luck and 
damn fine skill on the part of 
General Walker,” recalled one staff 
officer. 
“Militarily, we had no right to 
expect to hold it with the force 
we had. It was 120 miles long, and 
we didn’t haye the men to set up 
a continuous line. Some divisions 
were holding on a 25-to-30-mile 
front—which is theoretically im­ 
possible” 
How was It done? By setting up 
a series of strong points. Whenever 
enemy pressure became too strong ! 
at one point, Gen. Walker would 
thin out his troops from another 
sector and shuttle them óver to the 
danger zone. That meant taking 
terrible gambles. 
“To do it Walker had to figure 
in advance where the enemy 
hit next tad In whal

strength—so we could know what 
sector of our own line we could 
risk weakening,” said the staff 
officer. 
The situation became so bad that 
at one time it was estimated a 
force of 1,000 guerrillas could have 
filtered down from the hills and 
wiped out the Eighth Army’s own 
headquarters. 
* 
The army was slowly growing 
in power. But so was the enemy. 
And in early September, at toe 
peak of the Red drive to slash 
through to Pusan, Walker had to 
make his boldest gamble. He had 
to pull 23,000 maiinea^out of the 
line so they could load ship for 
the Inchon landing. 
“It was an unbelievable situ­ 
ation,” said the staff officer. "We 
were planning to go on the offen­ 
sive ' at the same time ft looked 
like we were going to be forced 
off the peninsula altogether.” 
The meager line held off the 
Reds in a miracle of fighting. As 
one officer commented, "Just how 
they did it we don’t know yet.” 
Then the marines and Seventh 
Division landed behind the North 
Koreans and drove on Seoul. That 
changed the picture. 
. Although he still had as many 
troops against him as before, Walk­ 
er immediately attacked. There 
were ony 850 feet of bridging 
equipment in the entire theater. 
Walker used 625 feet to cross the 
Naktong. His engineers improvised 
bridges across the other streams. 
In less than two weeks the 
Eighth Army shattered the sur­ 
prised Rede forces and linked up' 
with the American landing force 
at Inchon. The desperate shoe­ 
string days of the army were over 
—but those were the days that 
It into a great army. 


EARLY IN JANUARY we had weeks of 
storm over the President’s budget message in 
which he said how much he thought it would 
cost to run things another year.

INFECTION DIFFERS 
The treatment for infection 
differs from that for allergy. In 
the first, one of the antibiotic 
drugs, such as penicillin is useful; 
in the second, the remedy is found 
in one of the anti-histamine drugs 
which counter the effects of too 
much histamine In the body. It 
la this excessive histamine that 
cause allergic reactions. 
In order to test this combined 
treatment, the results obtained in 
a group .of patients that received 
both antibiotic and antihistamine 
drugs were compared with results 
obtained In a group of patients 
that received antibiotics alone and 
with a group that received only 
the anti-histamlne preparations. 
With the combined treatment, 19 


out of 25 patients, who had early 
infection of the lungs, experienced 
much improvement. In one-half 
of the patients, the improvement 
was complete, that Is, all the sym- 
toms were eliminated. In another 
group, with a long-continued lung 
disturbance, eight improved to a 
moderate extent. 
PATIENTS WITH ASTHMA 
A group of patients with as­ 
thma, which was thourht to be 
due to infection, was treated with 
the antibiotics alone. This treat­ 
ment also proved quite beneficial 
* The anti-histamines alone gave 
appreciable relief in eight out of 
ten patients -who had chronic 
nasal dlschage due to nasal al­ 
lergy, and the same number of 
patients with asthma In which 
infection was not a factor. 
It would seem that many pa­ 
tients with asthma are suffering 
from infection as well as from 
allergy. Hence, combined treat­ 
ment with antibiotics and anti­ 
histamine drugs appears to give 
the best results in the case of 
these patients. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. G.: What are the symptoms 
of an abdominal cyst and could 
such a cyst cause extreme nerv­ 
ousness? 
Answer: A cyst located within 
the abdomen might be present 
without causing any symptoms. 
It would depend somewhat upon 
its location and size. 
A cyst of the ovary might cause 
some disturbance of the regular 
periods, swelling, or occasional at­ 
tacks of pain in the lower abdo­ 
men.It is not likely that the cyst 
in itself would cause nervousness.

sonal opinions and not board policy. 
The Interim committee will inves­ 
tigate the bridge’s operation and ad­ 
ministration in relation to proposals 
to bring it under state control. At 
the second hearing in San Francisco 
Tuesday they will hear representa­ 
tives of the San Francisco-Oakland 
Bay bridge and the city and county 
of San Francisco which has gone 
on record in favor of state control. 
Director Daniel Del Carlo of San 
Francisco said he thought initiating 
legislation to turn the bridge over 
to the state was the business of 
bridge directors. He requested a legal 
opinion on the subject. 
Director learned that plans and 
specifications will have to be drawn 
at a cost of $12,000 before an esti­ 
mate can be made on the cost of a 
new painter’s scaffold. 
A survey to investigate the need 
has been conducted by Clifford 
Paine, a consulting engineer from 
Chicago mho was on the original 
bridge engineering staff at a cost 
of approximately $2,000. 
At tiie request of Murphy direct­ 
ors delayed action for two weeks on 
a motion to permit Paine to pro­ 
ceed with plans and specifications.

funds. Estimated cost then 
seven million. 
Highway Commission Engineer G. 
T. McCoy stated that the savings 
trucks might effect in fuel by using 
a low-level Sausalito lateral was off­ 
set by the fact passenger vehicles, 
comprising 85 to 89 percent of the 
traffic, would have to go a longer 
distance, requiring more time. 
$5,996,996 LOAN 
As a result of this decision, direc­ 
tors requested former San Fran­ 
cisco Assemblyman Ed OTJoy to in­ 
troduce a bill which would permit 
the bridge to borrow $5,000,000 from 
the state to build a low level ap­ 
proach and pay it back from reve­ 
nue when the bridge bonds are re­ 
deemed in 1971. 
The bill was approved and the 
fight to rescind the action still goes 
on. Sausalito citizens who fought a 
low level approach from the begin­ 
ning, obtained a legal opinion ques­ 
tioning the validity of the contract. 
It doubted that the board had the 
right to incur additional bonded in­ 
debtedness for a substantial capital 
undertaking without it first being 
approved by voters of the district. 
FIGHT OVER LATERAL 
Then the fight about where the 
lateral would be located began. 
First the highway department pre­ 
pared several plans for the bridge 
district ranging from $5,500,000 to 
$17,000,000, which the district kept 
concealed 
from 
Sausalito 
repre­ 
sentatives until after they were re­ 
vealed in the press. 
These ranged from water front 
highway plans, which many Sau­ 
salito people wanted to have adopted 
and 
others fought violently, > to 
widening of the present highway to 
six lanes to a highway slightly east 
of the present one. 
The bridge board finally brought 
in an expert, the J. E. Greiner com­ 
pany of Baltimore, to advise them. 
After several days work, costing 
i 11340, out of file five million, a plan 
was 
submitted 
recommending 
a 
route parallel to the present one 
with a 3.36 grade. Cost was esti­ 
mated at between 10 and 12 million 
dollars. 
Again Sausalitans were kept in 
the dark about plans until the last 
moment and they combined to fight 
his one since it would cut through 
the heart of some of Sausalito’s 
most 
valuable 
hillside 
property. 
Meanwhile the directors tried to 
borrow an additional five million 
from the state to construct the road, 
but 
the bin. 
Since that time, county efforts to 
lave the state highway department 
Improve the Waldo approach have 
keen stymied since the department 
refuses to make improvements as 
long as the bridge has the right to 
borrow five million. A bridge com­ 
mittee yesterday recommended that 
a committee of two contact the de­ 
partment to learn what they will do 
if the loan right is given up. 
REFINANCING PLANS 
In its last yearly report, the di­ 
rectors point with pride to the fact 
that they turned down a refinancing 
proposal that would have extended 
the bonded indebtedness of the dis­ 
trict beyond 1971.

sonal opinions and not board policy. 
The Interim committee will inves­ 
tigate the bridge’s operation and ad­ 
ministration in relation to proposals 
to bring it under state control. At 
the second hearing in San Francisco 
Tuesday they will hear representa­ 
tives of the San Francisco- Oakland 
Bay bridge and the city and county 
of San Francisco which has gone 
on record in favor of state control. 
Director Daniel Del Carlo of San 
Francisco said he thought initiating 
legislation to turn the bridge over 
to the state was the business of 
bridge directors. He requested a legal 
opinion on the subject. 
Director learned that plans and 
specifications will have to be drawn 
at a cost of $12,000 before an esti­ 
mate can be made on the cost of a 
new painter’s scaffold. 
A survey to investigate the need 
has been conducted by Clifford 
Paine, a consulting engineer from 
Chicago who was on the original 
bridge engineering staff at a cost 
of approximately $2,000.

nue when the bridge bonds are re­ 
deemed in 1971. 
The bill was approved and the 
fight to rescind the action still goes 
on. Sausalito citizens who fought a 
low level approach from the begin­ 
ning, obtained a legal opinion ques­ 
tioning the validity of the contract. 
It doubted that the boárd had the 
right to incur additional bonded in­ 
debtedness for a substantial capital 
undertaking without it first being 
approved by voters of the district. 
FIGHT OVER LATERAL 
Then the fight about where the 
lateral would be located began. 
First the highway department pre­ 
pared several plans for the bridge 
district ranging from $5,500,000 to 
¡117,000,000, which the district kept 
concealed from Sausalito repre­ 
sentatives until after they were re­ 
vealed in the press. 
These ranged from water front 
highway plans, which many Sau­ 
salito people wanted to have adopted 
and others fought violently, • to 
widening of the present highway to 
six lanes to a highway slightly east 
of the present one. 
The bridge board finally brought 
in an expert, the J. E. Greiner com­ 
pany of Baltimore, to advise them. 
After several days work, costing 
$1,840, out of Ble five million, a plan 
was submitted 
recommending 
a 
route parallel to the present one 
with a 3.36 grade. Cost was esti­ 
mated at between 10 and 12 million 
dollars. 
Again Sausalitans were kept in 
the dark about plans until the last 
moment and they combined to fight 
this one since it would cut through 
the heart of some of Sausalito’s 
most valuable 
hillside 
property. 
Meanwhile the directors tried to 
borrow an additional five million 
from the state to construct the road, 
but Governor Earl Warren vetoed^ 
the bill. 
Since that time, county efforts to 
have the state highway department 
improve the Waldo approach have 
been stymied since the department 
refuses to make improvements as 
long as the bridge has the right to 
borrow five million. A bridge com­ 
mittee yesterday recommended that 
a committee of two contact the de­ 
partment to learn what they will do 
if the loan right is given up. 
REFINANCING FLANS 
In its last yearly report, the di­ 
rectors point with pride to the fact 
that they turned down a refinancing 
proposal that would have extended 
the bonded indebtedness of the dis­ 
trict beyond 1971. 
Here again criticism was aroused 
by the secrecy of the discussions 
around the proposal involving a ne­ 
gotiated deal with a large broker­ 
age commission estimated at $300,- 
000 and would have cost approxi­ 
mately $14 million in added bond in­ 
terest and operating expenses.

Automobiles 
Fewer 'Old' Cars Being Scrapped 


By CARLOTTA MARIN 
More than one third of the pas­ 
senger cars in operation today are 
old enough to be scrapped. This 
means that the nation’s passenger 
car population has grown older. 
In terms of numbers, the nation’s 
supply of automobiles is greater 
than ever, but in terms of car 
age the country is not as well 
off as in 1941. Middle age cars 
are non existent. The present day 
automobiles either are young (five 
years or fewer», or old and very 
old »eight to ten years and ten 
or more). 
This, explains the Automobile 
Manufacturers Association, is due 
to the cessation of production dur­ 
ing the World War II years. 
Had automobile production been 
continued at a normal rate during 
those war years, there would now 
be about 15,000,000 cars in the 
“middle age” brackets. With nor­ 
mal scrappagt- in those years there 
would have been today only 9,000,- 
000 ears eight or more years old, 
instead of the present 20,000,000. 
THE AVERAGE AGE of today’s 
car is 7.8 years. This compares with 
the prewar average of 5.5 years. 
“Lack of ‘middle age’ cars created 
a serious gap in the supply of used 
automobiles upon which a great 
proportion of the population de­ 
pends,” th« Automobile Manufac­ 
turers Association says. 
The AM A reports a recent survey 
indicated that 79 out of every 100 


car owning skilled or semi-skilled 
workers bought used cars. 
“8ince old cars drop out of 
service at a high rate, the nation’s 
supply of automotive transport 
tools would diminish rapidly if the 
flow of new cars were cut off,” 
the AMA concludes. 
And, no doubt, it is right. Sur­ 
veys indicate that nearly three 
quarters of the intra city travel 
in the United States is by passen­ 
ger car. Studies also show that 
small cities are more dependent 
upon automobiles than larger ones. 
Automobiles and taxis carry an 
everage of 80.3 per cent of the pas­ 
senger traffic in surveyed cities 
with more than 250,000 population. 
THE SHOTS FIRED in Korea 
are echoing in Detroit, in Wash­ 
ington and in the minds of pros­ 
pective car buyers. Here’s how: 
Steel use by makers of autos— 
along with refrigerators and other 
consumer durable goods -is to be 
cut by 20 per cent in the quarter 
starting April 1 as compared with 
average quarterly use in the first 
half of 1950. The cutback from 
the same base period will be 30 per 
cent in the third quarter of this 
year. 
National Production Authority 
also plans to cut use of copper 
for such products in the second 
quarter of this year by 25 per cent, 
while the 35 per cent aluminum 
cut slated for March will continue 
in the third quarter. 


The announcement brought a 
quiet sigh of relief in Detroit.

Fewer 'Old' Cars Being Scrapped 


By CARLOTTA MARIN 
More than one third of the pas­ 
senger cars in operation today are 
old enough to be scrapped. This 
m eans th at the nation’s passenger 
car population has grown older. 
In terms of numbers, the nation’s 
supply of automobiles is greater 
than ever, but in terms of car 
age the country is not as well 
off as in 1941. Middle age cars 
are non existent. The present day 
automobiles either are young (five 
years or fewer), or old and very 
old (eight to' ton years and ten. 
or more). 
This, explains the Automobile 
M anufacturers Association, is due 
to the cessation of production dur­ 
ing the World War H years. 
Had. automobile 'production been 
continued at a normal rate during 
those war years, there would now' 
be about 15,000,000 cars in the 
“middle age" brackets. With nor­ 
mal scrappage in those years there 
would have been today only 9,000.- 
000 cars eight or more years old, 
instead of the present 20,000,000. 
THE AVERAGE AGE of today's 
car is’ 7.8 years. This compares with, 
the prewar average of 5.5 years. 
“Lack of "middle age’ cars created 
a serious gap in the supply of used 
automobiles upon which a great 
proportion of the population' de­ 
pends," the Automobile Manufac­ 
turers Association says. 
The AMA reports a recent survey 
indicated that 73 out of every 100 


car owning skilled or semi-skilled 
workers bought used cars. 
“Since old cars drop out of 
service at a high rate, the nation's 
supply of automotive 'transport 
tools would diminish rapidly if the 
flow of new cars were cut off," 
the AMA concludes. 
And, no doubt, it is right. Sur­ 
veys indicate that nearly three 
quarters of the intra .city travel 
in the United States la by passen­ 
ger car. Studies also show th a t 
small cities are more dependent 
upon automobiles than larger ones. 
Automobiles and taxis carry an" 
everage of 60.3 per cent of the pas­ 
senger traffic in surveyed cities 
with more than 250,000 population.

Giant Negatives Date From 1909

It 
produced an image one-third larg­ 
er than the subject. 
lively dreamed up this monster 
camera In order to avoid making 
ISO normal-steed pictures for a 
national photographers* conven­ 
tion.

How To Garden On Sod LandMarin Ma^nificent ln Sudden 
Blooming Of Flowering Trees 
By DEAN HALLIDAY 
This year as every year there 
will be many new homeowners in 
Marin planting new gardens. 
Some will be made on new land 
in subdivisions, meaning soil which 
has not recently been cultivated 
and has reverted to a heavy sod 
cover or a growth of weeds or 
brush. Where a heavy growth of 
weed or brush vegetation exists the 
soil will be found fertile and can 
be adapted to vegetable gardening. 
Sod land should be plowed or 
dug up early. If the sod is weedy 
it should be skimmed off with a 
mattock and shaken out, removing 
the roots but leaving the soil. 
Newly broken land should be al­ 
lowed to settle before being plant­ 
ed.After plowing or turning heavy, 
day soils it is advisable to grow 
above-the-ground crops the first 
year, such as tomatoes, squashes, 
beans, late peas and corn, as illu­ 
strated In the accompanying Gar- 
den-Graph. The following year

better and liner concuiion ine 
under-the-ground vetgetables can 
be planted with success, such as 
the root crops of beets, carrots 
and the like.

Pay-Off On Garden Berry 
Patches Comes Second Year 


By SHELDON N. JACKSON 
Marta Farm Advisor 
A good addition to the backyard 
garden is a planting of bush ber­ 
ries. Their uses, fresh, frozen, and 
preserved make these berries in 
great demand. Berry production is 
easily maintained when properly 
handled. 
There are a few general rules to 
be followed to make Derry grow­ 
ing successful. The plants prefer 
a well-drained, deep, rich soil with 
a large amount of humus. This 
humus can be supplied to the soil 
by the addition of strawy ma­ 
terial such as weeds, lawn clip­ 
pings, compost, or leaf mold turned 
under. 
*The ground for new plantings 
should be well worked. That is. it 
should be spaded deep and humus 
worked in if needed. This will 
allow the young plants to become 
better established the first year 
after setting. 
YOUNG PLANTS may be pur­ 
chased at this season for planting. 
Personal preference aril! dictate 
the choice pi varieties between 
logan, boy sen, black, or raspberry. 
Borne of these varieties may be 
purchased that are thornless or 
semi-thornless. 
The plants should be set about 
3 to 5 feet apart in the row. It 
is important to start with good 
healthy plants. These plants are 
called tip-cuttings, and are made 
bf burying the Ups of one-year 


old canes in a few inches of soil 
in the fall. 
The bud of the plant should be 
placed just above the surface of 
the ground. Dig a large enough 
hole so that you are able to spread 
out the rootlets of the plant. Press 
the soil firmly around the roots, 
and pour a small amount of water 
around the plant to make sure all 
the soil is set around the roots. 
NO CROP FROM FIRST-YEAR 
plantings will result. The plants 
should be well-watered and kept 
free of weeds during the growing 
season. It 1s not necessary to trel­ 
lis „the canes the firrt years. They 
may be left to run on the ground. 
However, they should not be in­ 
jured by walking on them. They 
are the bearing canes for next 
year. 
After the plants have become 
established, and 
In succeeding 
years, care consists of pruning and 
trellising the new canes. Usually, 
berry plants produce an abundance 
of canes. All the canes that pro­ 
duced fruit in the past season 
should be removed with a pair of 
shears. These canes should be cut 
as close to the ground level as pos­ 
sible. Then you should select five 
to seven of the best new canes for 
fruiting the next season. If the 
plant has not made good growth, 
fewer canes should be left. All 
other canes should be removed as 
was the case with the old fruiting 
canes. 
PRODUCING CANES s h o u l d 


then be wrapped around the wire 
of the trellis. One, two, or three 
wires may be used. Usually, the 
canes are all wrapped in one di­ 
rection, and when they meet the 
next plant, they are cut at that 
length. If they are wrapped in both 
directions, they should be cut to 
3 - 4 foot lengths. The canes that 
grow during the season should be 
left on the ground and lifted to 
the wires the next winter. 
Raspberries grow in an upright 
position and do not need to be 
w r a p p e d around 
the 
treliis. 
Usually, a stake with cross-arms 
at the end of the row will support 
the plants when wire is stretched 
along the end of the cross-arms. 
This is to keep them from damage. 
BERRIES MAY BE fertilised 
with a nitrogenous fertilizer, or 
with good barnyard manure. They 
are heavy feeders and need plant 
food. If the plant« are growing 
well* there Is no use to fertilise. 
STRAWBERRIES can be grown 
successfully in the garden. The 
plant« are set on ridges in order 
that they may be irrigated by use 
of the furrow method. The plants 
are set • to 10 inches apart on 
both sides of the ridge, which is 
usually 15 inches wide across the 
top. In time, the runners from the 
“mother'* plants will fill the bed 
completely. 
The first year most, if not all, 
the blossoms should be removed in 
order to allow the plant to grow 
and become established, rather 
than putting its strength into 
fruiting. 
It is necessary to control in­ 
sect pests around 
strawberries 
such as red spider, aphids, sow, 
and pill bugs. These can do great 
harm to both plant and the crop. 
There are not too many important 
diseases and pests of the brambles. 
Hence, they are good for the home 
garden. 


Garden Paths Im portant 
When planning the garden do 
not forget footpaths. In the small 
garden one path is usually all that 
is necessary. If the garden area 
is a long, narrow strip the path 
ctn run along one side of it. If 
the plot is square-shaped the path 
should be placed down the center.

Heat and stir during one day or 
overnight, then rinse and put into 
dean cool water containing a 
bleach solution. When bags are 
snowy white, remove them, wash 
in soapsuds, rinse, and dry. When 
pressed, these bags resemble linen 
and wear like iron, we‘re told. 


This Is the time of the year 
when Marin truly amazes us with 
a wealth of beauty }n the form of 
spring flowering trees and shrubs. 
There is room In every yard for 
at least one or more of the orna­ 
mental flowering trees and every 
shrub border has a place for sev­ 
eral of the early spring flowering 
shrubs. 
* 
Of the flowering trees easily 
grown and readily adaptable to 
every part of California, the most 
widely planted are the Flowering 
Peaches, which grow with the 
greatest of ease anywhere and 
never fail to produce a great pro­ 
fusion of bloom. These trees are 
available in double red, rose pink 
or white flowers. They are not 
only a source of great admiration 
in the garden, but you can have 
great armfuls of magnificent col­ 
ored flower sprays from them 
every spring for indoor decoration. 
They will not produce fruit and 
are grown entirely for the beau­ 
tiful blooms in the early spring. 
FLOWERING CHERRIES pro­ 
vide a magnificent spectacle when 
they burst into bloom every spring. 
Two leading varieties are the 
Kwanzan, a deep pink and Mount 
Fuji, with light pink flowers. 
Another outstanding flowering 
tree is the Flowering Crabapple, a 
small symetrieal growing tree that 
will readily fit into the home gar­ 
den. Probably the best known 
variety is the Bechtels, which has 
double rose flowers, but there are 
other very fine varieties ’with 
deeper color flowers. 
Among other beautiful flowering 
trees are the Flowering Thorns 
and Flowering Plum. 


OF THE DECIDUOUS flower- 
ing shrubs, the Flowering Quince 
is undoubtedly one of the most 
magnJfleant sight« in the garden. 
Almost everyone is familiar with 
this shrub that starts blooming 
with the first signs of w 
weather. Each and every twig 1« 
full of deep pink buds which sud­ 
denly burst Into big blooms of 
apple blossom pink, rosy red or 
white blooms, d e p e n d i n g os 
variety. 
In direct contrast to this is the 
brilliant yellow Forsythia, a me­ 
dium growing shrub that becomes 
a mass of golden yellow flowers 
with the first sign of warm 
weather, and already in bloom in 
Marin. 
Another 
very 
showy 
spring 
shrub is the Flowering Almond, 
the twigs and branches of which 
are literally covered with dainty 
little pink double flowen con­ 
tinuing for two to three weeks. 
They are grand for cutting and 
indoor decoration. 
EASTERNERS who come to 
California are, of course, very fa­ 
miliar with lilacs which are so 
widely planted in eastern states. 
They don’t bloom quite as pro­ 
fusely as they do in the eastern 
states, but you will find them 
very showy in pink, white, red and 
purple colors. 
For 
spectacular 
later 
spring 
bloom, the Welgela are unequaled 
for show. The huge clusters of 
gleaming red or waxy pink tubular 
flowers sparkle against a back­ 
ground of Intense green foliage. 
Both the rose pink and the dark 
red 
vaifeties 
are exceptionally 
showy.

African Violets 
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African violet blooms can be ob­ 
tained from aeed just as quickly 
as 
from 
leaf cuttings. 
Under 
favorable 
conditions 
they 
will 
bloom 
in from seven 
to Ien 
months after germination. 
The seed, which is as fine and 
delicate as face powder, can be 
obtained from most seed house« 
and nurseries. A handy container 
for growing seedlings is a clear 
plastic dish with a lid about four 
inches square; pint fruit jars wltti 
lids can be used successfully. One 
gardener grows seedlings in a 
mixture of equal parts of leaf mold 
and vermfeuUte. Another uses a 
.sterilized mixture of silver sand 
and leaf motyl. 
If the soil was properly mois­ 
tened before the seeds were sown, 
further watering should not be 
necessary until the seedlings are 
fairly large.

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How To Garden On Sod LandMarin Magnificent in 
n 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
This year as every year there 
will be many new homeowners in 
Marin planting new gardens. 
Some will be made on new land 
in subdivisions, meaning soil which 
has not recently been cultivated 
and has reverted to a heavy sod 
cover or a growth of weeds or 
brush. Where a heavy growth of 
weed or brush vegetation exists the 
soil will be found fertile and can 
be adapted to vegetable gardening. 
Sod land should be plowed or 
dug up early. If the sod is weedy 
it should be skimmed off with a 
mattock and shaken out, removing 
the roots but leaving the soil. 
Newly broken land should be' al­ 
lowed to settle before being plant­ 
ed. 
After plowing or turning heavy, 
clay soils It is advisable to grow 
above- the- ground crops the first 
year, such as tomatoes, squashes, 
beans, late peas and corn, as illu­ 
strated in the accompanying Gar- 
den-Graph. The following year

Pay-Off On Garden Berry 
Patches Comes Second Year 


This is the time of the year 
when Marin truly amazes us with 
a wealth of beauty in the form of 
spring flowering trees and shrubs. 
There is room in every yard for 
at least one or more of the orna­ 
mental flowering trees and every 
shrub border has a place for sev­ 
eral of the early spring flowering 
shrubs* 
Of the flowering trees easily 
grown and readily adaptable to 
every part of California, the most 
widely planted are the Flowering 
Peaches, which grow with the 
greatest of ease anywhere and 
never fail to produce a great pro­ 
fusion of bloom. These trees are 
available in double red, rose pink 
or white flowers. They are not 
only a source of great admiration 
in the garden, but you can have 
great armfuls of magnificent col­ 
ored flower sprays from them 
every spring for indoor decoration. 
They will not produce fruit and 
are grown entirely for the beau­ 
tiful blooms in the early spring. 
FLOWERING CHERRIES pro­ 
vide a magnificent spectacle when 
they burst into bloom every spring. 
Two leading varieties are the 
Kwanzan, a deep pink and Mount 
Fuji, with light pink flowers. 
Another outstanding flowering 
tree is the Flowering Crabapple, a

A good addition to the backyard 
garden is a planting of bush ber- - 
rtes. Their uses, fresh, frozen, and 
preserved make these berries in 
great demand. Berry production is 
easily maintained when properly 
handled. 
There are a few general rules to 
be followed to make Derry grow­ 
ing successful. The plants prefer 
a Veil-drained, deep, rich soil with 
a large amount of humus. This 
humus can be supplied to the soil 
by the addition of strawy ma­ 
terial such as weeds, lawn clip­ 
pings, compost, or leafmold turned 
under. . 
’The ground for new plantings 
should be well worked. That is, it 
should be spaded deep and humus 
worked in if needed. This will 
allow the young plants to become 
better established the first year 
after setting. 
YOUNG PLANTS may be pur­ 
chased at this season for planting. 
Personal preference will dictate 
the choice pf varieties between 
logan, boy sen, black, or raspberry. 
Some of these varieties may be 
purchased that are thornless or 
semi-thornless. 
The plants should be set about 
3 to 5 feet apart in the row. It 
is Important to start with good 
healthy plants. These plants are 
called tip-cuttings, and are made 
to$ burying the tips of one-year 


old canes in a few inches of soil 
in the fall. 
The bud of the plant should be 
placed just above the surface of 
the ground. Dig m large enough 
hole so that you are able to spread 
out the rootlets of the plant. Press 
the soil firmly around the roots, 
and pour a small amount of water 
around the plant to make sure all 
the soil is set around the roots. 
NO CROP FROM FIRST-YEAR 
plantings will result. The plants 
should be well-watered and kept 
free of weeds during the growing 
season. It is not necessary to trel­ 
lis ,the canes the firet years. They 
may be left to run on the ground. 
However, they should not be in­ 
jured by walking on them. They 
are the bearing canes for next 
year. 
After the plants have become 
established, 
and 
in 
succeeding 
years, care consists of priming and 
trellising the new canes. Usually, 
berry plants produce an abundance 
of canes. All the canes that pro­ 
duced fruit in the past season 
should be removed with a pair of 
shears. These canes should be cut 
as close to the ground level as pos­ 
sible. Then you should select five 
to seven of the best new canes for 
fruiting the next season. If the 
plant has not made good growth, 
fewer canes should be left. All 
other canes should be removed as 
was the case with the old fruiting 
canes. 
PRODUCING CANES s houl d 


then be wrapped around the wire 
of the trellis. One, two, or three 
wires may be used. Usually, the 
canes are all wrapped in one di­ 
rection, and when they meet the 
next plant, they are cut at that 
length. If they are wrapped in both 
directions, they should be cut to 
3 - 4 foot lengths. The canes that 
grow during the season should be 
left on the ground and lifted to 
the wires the next winter. 
. Raspberries grow in an upright 
position and do not need to be 
wr apped 
around 
the 
trellis. 
Usually, a stake with cross-arms 
at the end of the row will support 
the plants when wire is stretched 
along the end of the cross-arms. 
This is to keep them from damage. 
BERRIES MAY BE fertilized 
with a nitrqgenous fertilizer, or 
with good barnyard manure. They 
are heavy feeders and need plant * 
food. If the plants are growing ' 
well* there is no use to fertilize. 
STRAWBERRIES can be grown 
successfully in the garden. The 
plants are set on ridges in order 
that they may be Irrigated by use 
• of the furrow method. The plants ' 
are set 3 to 10 inches apart on 
both sides of the ridge, which is 
usually 15 inches wide across the 
top. In time, the runners from the 
"mother” plants will fill the bed 
completely. 
The first year most, if not all, 
the blossoms should be removed in 
order to allow the plant to grow 
and become established, rather 
than putting its strength into 
fruiting. 
It is necessary to control in­ 
sect 
pests 
around 
strawberries 
such as red spider, aphids, sow, 
and pill bugs. These can do great 
harm to both plant and the crop. 
There are not too many important 
diseases and pests of the brambles. 
Hence, they are good for the home 
garden. 


Garden Paths Important 
When planning the garden do 
not forget footpaths. In the small 
garden one path is usually all that 
is necessary. If the garden area 
is a long, narrow strip the path 
can run along one side of it. If 
the plot is square-shaped the path 
should be placed down the center. 


small symetrical growing tree that 
will readily fit into the home gar­ 
den.

In direct contrast to this is the 
brilliant yeUow Forsythia, a me­ 
dium growing shrub that becomes 
a mass of golden yellow flowers 
with 
the 
first sign of warm 
weather, and already in bloom in 
Marin. 
Another 
very 
showy 
spring 
shrub is the Flowering Almond, 
the twigs and branches of which 
are literally covered with dainty 
little pink double flowers con­ 
tinuing for two to three weeks. 
They are grand for cutting and 
indoor decoration. 
EASTERNERS who come 
to 
California are, of course, very fa­ 
miliar with lilac» which are so 
widely planted in eastern states. 
They don't bloom quite as pro­ 
fusely as they do in the eastern 
states, but you will find them 
very showy in pink, white, red and 
purple colors. 
For 
spectacular 
later 
spring 
bloom, the Weigela are unequaled 
for show. The huge clusters of 
gleaming red or waxy pink tubular 
flowers sparkle against a back­ 
ground of intense green foliage.

them early. They can be started 
any time after December and by 
the middle of April the plants will 
be three or four inches high and 
ready to set out. 
Start them in paper cups filled 
with good loam soil. It is much 
easier to transplant from paper 
cups and the vines are less dis­ 
turbed.

inches deep. By this method you 
will 
probably 
pick 
your 
first 
* blooms by the middle of May. 
If you plant the seeds outdoors, 
prepare the soil to about the 
depth of 12 inches. Then dig a 
trench four Inches deep, as illus­ 
trated in the accompanying Oar- 


den-Graph, and cover *he seeds 
with two Inches of soil, after 
spacing them two to toree inches 
apart. Fill toe trench with soil as 
the plants grow. Where the soil is 
poor, it* should be prepared with 
good fertilizer before planting.

The seed, which is as fine 
delicate as face powder, can be 
obtained from most seed houses 
and nurseries. A handy container 
for growing seedlings is a clear 
plastic dish wito a lid about four 
inches square; pint fruit jars with 
lids can be used successfully. One 
gardener grows seedlings in a 
mixture of equal parts of leaf mold 
and vermiculite. Another uses a 
sterilized mixture of silver sand 
and leaf mol$I. 
If the soil was properly mois­ 
tened before the seeds were sown, 
further watering should not be 
necessary until the seedlings are 
fairly large.

Doors seem to have more ways 
of going to pot. as far as working 
order is concerned, than you can 
anticipate. They may bind or stick 
because of swelling, or from dis­ 
tortion of the door-frame. They 
c a n warp so that one corner 
dose* while another does not, or 
(H'fy closing entirely. They can 
shrink and rattle, sag and drag, 
or hike up so the latch or lock 
will not fit into the strike plate. 
Most door repairs call for re­ 
moval of the door. The right way 
to take a door down is to open 
it and block up the outer corner 
with a board or a book to ease 
the weight on the hinges. 
Common hinges contain a pin 
holding the two parte together, 
this pin always pulls out up­ 
wards—otherwise it would fall out. 
It's well to remember this when 
you install hinges, so you don’t 
get than upside down. If the pin 
is tight, drive it out with a ham­ 
mer and a heavy screwdriver held 
at an upward angle against the 
knob or button on top of the pin. 
Usually pliers will do it. 
Always free the bottom hinge 
before the top one, and when you 
put the door back, hook up the 
top hinge first.

MOST DOOR TROUBLES are 
caused by swelling 
and 
loose 
hinges. If the door binds in damp 
weather and fits properly in dry 
seasons, don’t plane the edges. 
It is risky to plane a door down 
at anytime. Better wait for the 
door to dry out again. Shellac, 
varnish or paint all surfaces, in­ 
cluding the edges, mortises for 
hinges and even screw holes. This 
wiU keep moisture out of the wood. 
A sprung or warped door is a 
sign of exposure to dampness one 
side and dry air on the other. 
This happens with outside doors, 
kitchen, bathroom and laundry 


and contraction tend to loosen the 
TRsamine the margin between 
door and frame all around. It 
should be fairly even when the 
hinge screws are tightened. 
A sure test for loose hinges 
is to open the door and lift it 
by the knobs. If the hinges move 
they need tightening. If th e 
threads are badly worn in the 
screwholes in the jamb, fill the 
holes with wooden plugs, plastic 
wood, or steel wool to reset the 
screws 
Cardboard shims placed under 
the hinge leaves often will help 
to even up the crack around a 
door. On the other hand, if the 
margin on the hinge side is widest 
and the door binds at the lock 
Jamb a careful deepening of the 
hinge mortise is called for. 
Hinge pins wlh not move when 
a properly hung door swings. 
Cardboard shims must be adjust­ 
ed for right thickness until the 
hinge nins remain stationary, 
doors.

Fit 
the hinge carefully tb allow the 
same margin between door and 
jamb as allowed by the other 
hinges and see that all three 
hinge pins are in line. 
FOr a bad ease of warping you 
have to remove the door and rest 
it on blocks in a dry place.

F»t 
heavy weights of about 50 pounds 
on the warped up corners and 
let the door dry several days. 
Paint it thoroughly before re­ 
placing. 
• * * 
LOOSE HINGES often cause 
doors to bind. It’s a good plan to 
tighten all hinge screws a couple 
of times a year. Strain, expansion 


may be necessary to reset the 
strike plate. 
WHEN A DOOR SAGS or the 
frame is distorted and the latch 
does not meet its strike plate 
hole, filing may solve a slight dis­ 
crepancy, but resetting is needed 
for greater adjustment. 
Foundation settlement s o m e ­ 
times spreads a door frame to a 
point where the door becomes too 
narrow. The easiest way to rem­ 
edy this is to fit a narrow strip 
up the strike plate side of the 
jamb. Countersink the nails or 
screws, fill the holes with putty 
and paint to match the frame, 
lb fit a strip up the hinge side 
usually calls for too much skill 
for the amateur. 
As a rule, if you are not skill­ 
ed at carpentry, it is safer to have 
major door adjustments done by 
a reliable carpenter.

If needed, ad ju st­ 
m ent for differences in height of 
an inch or two should be m ade by 
changing the height of the toe 
space. 
T he cooking range should be 
placed a t least 18" from th e w in­ 
dow to avoid the danger of cur­ 
tains 
b l o w i n g 
across 
burner 
flames. The range should m eet 
m inim um standards of the Am­ 
erican Gas Association or U nder­ 
w riters' Laboratories. A very high 
or low oven or broiler may lead 
to serious burns while lifting hot 
pans. 
Excessive m oisture created by 
routine activities in the kitchen 
should be avoided. T his m oisture 
should be allowed 
to e s c a p e 
through opened windows directly 
from the room where it originates. 
An exhaust fan m ounted behind 
the kitchen range will drive away 
w ater vapor created during cook­ 
ing. 
In the average kitchen, there 
should be a m inim um of 15” of 
counter space beside the refrig­ 
erator to allow room for placing 
articles taken from it.

COMEDIANS willi the old it­ 
inerant patent medicine shows 
always got a laugh with the con­ 
un drum : When Is a door a Jar? 
# ; . When it goes to pot. 
poors seem to have more ways 
of going to pot. as lar as working 
order is concerned, than you can 
anticipate. They may bind or stick 
btcause of swelling, or from dis­ 
tortion of the door-frame. They 
y urn, warp so 'that one corner 
closes while another does not. or 
defy dosing entirely. They can 
ghrjTtk and rattle, sag and dt&g, 
f,r bike up so the latch or lock 
artll not fit Into the strike plate. 
Most door repairs call for re­ 
moval of the door. The right way 
to trk* a door down is to' open 
it and block up the outer corner 
with a board or a book to ease 
tun weight on the hinges. 
Common hinges contain a pin 
holding the two parta together. 
This pin always pulls out up- 


w a r d s— otherwise it would fall out. 
It’s veil to remember this when 
you install hinges, so you don't 
get them tipside down. If the pin 
is tight, drive it out with a ham­ 
mer and a heavy screwdriver held 
at an upward angle against the 
knob or button on top of the pin. 
'Usually 'pliers will do it. 
Always free the bottom hinge 
before the top one, and when you 
put the door back, hook up the 
top hinge first.• • • 
MOST DOOM TROUBLES are 
caused by 
swelling 
and 
loose 
hinges. If the door binds in damp 
weather and fits properly in dry 
seasons, don’t plane the edges. 
It to risky to 'plane' a 'door down 
at anytime. Better waft for 'the 
door to dry out again. Shellac, 
varnish or paint all surfaces, in­ 
cluding the edges, mortises for 
hinges and even screw holes. This 
will keep moisture out of the wood. 
A sprung or warped door is a 
sign of exposure' to1 dampness one 
aide and dry air on the other. 
This happens with outside doors, 
kitchen, bathroom and laundry 


doors. This may cause comers to 
screws. 
flare slightly or make the door 
bulge so the lock won’t catch 
w i t h o u t putting' your weight 
against the door. 
Sometimes adding a third hinge 
midway between the other hinges 
will correct a sprung door. Mark 
the spot for the third hingq mor­ 
tise on the door and on the j»™*» 
before taking the door down. Fit 
the hinge caref ully tb allow the 
same margin between door and 
jamb as allowed by the other 
hinges and see that all three 
hinge pins are in line. 
For a bad case of warping you 
have to remove the door and rest 
it on blocks in a dry place. Have 
the dry concave—-side up. Fot 
heavy weights of about 50 pounds 
on the warped up corners and 
let the door dry several days. 
Paint it thoroughly before re­ 
placing. 
• • * 
LOOSE HINGES , often cause 
doors to bind. It’s a good plan to 
tighten all hinge screws a couple 
of times a year. Strain, expansion 


and contraction tend to loosen the 
Examine the margin between 
door and frame all around. It 
.should 'be fairly even when the 
hinge screws are tightened. 
A sure test for kxwe hinges 
Is to open the door and lift it 
by the knot». If the binges more- 
they need tightening. If th e 
threads are badly worn in the 
screwholes in the jamb, fill the 
holes with wooden plugs, plastic 
wood, or steel wool to reset the 
screws 
Cardboard shims placed under 
the hinge leaves often will help 
to even up the crack around a 
door. On the other hand, if the 
margin on the hinge side is widest 
and the door binds at the lock 
jamb a careful deepening of the 
hinge mortise is called for. 
Hinge pins wih not move when 
a properly hung door swings. 
Cardboard shims must be adjust­ 
ed for right thickness until the 
hinge pins remain stationary. 
After a ooor is lifted., Its latch 
should not slip into the hole in 
the metal strike plate until the 
door to closed snugly against the 
stop molding. If the latch clicks 
- before the door touches the stop 
molding the door will rattle. It 
fnay be necessary to' reset, the 
strike plate. 
WHEN A DOOR SAGS v the 
frame is distorted and the latch 
does not meet Its strike plate 
hole, filing may solve a slight dis­ 
crepancy, but resetting is needed 
for greater adjustment. 
Foundation settlement s o m e ­ 
times spreads a door frame to a 
point where the door becomes too 
narrow. The easiest way to rem­ 
edy this is to fit a narrow strip 
up the strike plate side of the 
jamb. Countersink the nails or 
screws, fill the holes with putty 
and paint to match the frame. 
To fit a strip up the hinge side 
usually calls for too much skill 
for the amateur. 
As' a. rule, if you, .are not skill­ 
ed at carpentry, It is safer to have 
major door adjustments done by 
a reliable carpenter. 


Efflorescence 
Con Be Removed 
'White crusty 
blotches t h a t 
sometimes occur on brick and 
concrete walls are caused by ef­ 
florescence—alkaline salts work­ 
ing' to the surface. 
Efflorescence can be removed 
with a wire brush and washing 
with a solution of one part mu­ 
riatic acid, la ten parts of water. 
We a r rubber gloves and 
old 
clothes and protect your eyes. 
Rinse with clear water after two 
minutes to avoid pitting the sur­ 
face.

thread, fisheyes and llvering. The 
glossary is not complete, but the 
book is almost thtee inches thick 
as it is. 
Although tfierj are 2» pages of 
cross indexing, you’ll have to nant 
for some help. For example, only 
fiAMdng .reference is raaue to color­ 
ing concrete in molding concrete 
“flagstones.” These “can be pro­ 
duced with mineral pigments.” But 
if you don’t know your minerals, 
you’ll have to wait until you run 
across a very adequate discussion 
of them in a chapter on stucco. 
Structural maintenance and. re­ 
pair has been sacrificed to the 
home workshop and complicated 
equipment repairs that most ama­ 
teurs 'would do well to eschew.
